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GARDENING HINTS 


Keep Plants Covered 


This is the hardest season of the 
year on perennial plants. Just now 
when the sun is mounting higher 
and becoming warmer climbers and 
shrubbery on the south side of the 


house particularly are liable to 
start bringing sap up from the 
roots. After sundown there is an 
abrupt drop in temperature, and 


thig sap may freeze and burst the 
tiny cells inside the stems, This 
damage is not noticed until later on 
when but weakly sprouts are sent 
out or perhaps none at all. On the 
shady side of the house there is 
less danger but it is well in every 
case to make sure that roses, ivy, 
and shrubbery are well covered 
around the roots. The perennial

of the coldest weather occurring 
where there was little cover of 
snow. As a result, there has been 
a good deal of freezing and thawing, 
which alternately contracting and 
releasing the top layer of the soil 
breaks off many fine roots and thus 
kills the grass and clover. To cor- 
rect this condition, it is advisable 
to go over the lawn in early spring 
with a heavy roller or pourder. Bare 
and thin spots should get some seed 
and plenty of it.
